New  Jersey  indicate  that  hessian  fly  infestations  are. moderate  in  south- 
eastern Kansas,  northeastern,  central,  and. southwestern  Missouri,  central 
and  southern  Illinois,  Indiana,  Ohio,  and  New  Jersey.  Low  infestations 
are  generally  present  elsewhere  in  the  wfnterrwheat  belt  from  Colorado 
to  the  Atlantic  coast  and  in  California.  , Careful  observance  of  the  safe 
seeding  dates  is  recommended,  however,  especially  in,  the  areas  of  moderate 
infestations • 

The  data  summarized  in  table  1 and  the,  accompanying  map  indicate 
more  fully  the  regions  covered  by  the  survey  and  the  general  trend 
of  infestations.
